From South Portsmouth to Ma)svillc 
is about 53 miles, and two days were 
consumed in the trip. All along I found 
the river gasping, as it were, for life, the 
ids along the way white and dry. and 
the country side suffering for water. 
Everywhere farmers complained of the 
untoward condition Crops could not be 
moved, they said. The railroad was 
reaping a harvest. Every little station 
that usually contributed from one to two 
carloads of general freight in a week was 
sending out from two to half a dozen 
cars a day. I found the river landing 
and storage floats unloading for railroad 
transportation, all hope of forwarding 
the freight having been abandoned 

All along the river the scenery was 
restful and beautiful. The Ohio slopes 
were covered with a fine second growth 
of good timber, the folllge now tinged 
with the tints of autumn. The richest 
land that lies outdoors can be found 
along the bottom and up tbe valley of 
the Scioto. 

Along Brush Creek sirctch and about 
tbe mouth of the Kinney were many bad 
bars that almost entirely dum up the 
river. Here and there flatboats and coal 
bsrges were met with, all high and dry 
upon the banks or perched upon a bar 
At Glen a big bar sets out from the Ren 
tucky side and almost meets a round 
island in the channel. The oars fre 
quently touched bottom in passing 
through the channel. At Quwiry the bar 
sets out from the Ohio side, and a most 
closes tbe river at tbe bend. 

Along below Stone City the beaches 
take on the ragged character noticed 
further up the river, and shoot out 
eccentric arms that reach nearly across 
the channel. The Kentucky side is 
ever the sggresso'-, for the reason that the 
channel oftenest sets over against the 
Ohio shore, the bank being more yielding 
on this side. From -tone City West- 
ward tbe hills on the Ohio side increase 
in altitude, and as night comes on grow 
blue and misty. The Kenturky bills are 
yellow and sunburned. Coin shocks cap 
every hilltop. 

Along by Vaoceburg the scenery is 
magnificent, and tbe river, although 
shallow, broadens out. No pronounced 
sandbars break tbe surface, and but for

A quaint old place is Maysville 
of the buildings are nearly a a 
The town has a war history, which, bo 
ever, wc have nothing to do with. O- 
of Maysville's treasured memories is cod 
nected with the school days of Genera 
U. 8. Grant. When a boy young Grant, . 
attended the eld Rand & Richeson Semi 
ary. which still stands upon the hill, but 
now given over to residence purposes. 
It is relsted that Ulysses was a hard 
udent. but anything but a brilliant 
talker— characteristics that stuck to him 
in after life. Mr C. B. Ryan relates how 
bis uncle and Grant were the dull wits in 
tbe debating society, which met for 
weekly discussions. Two of the best 
talkers would be appointed to bead tbe 
class and choose colleagues. Poor Grant 
and young Ryan were always left to the 
last and invariably brought up the tail 
end of the debate, where their convic 
tions were strong and sound, 1 ut un- 
voiced In after years\ Grant loved to 
drift back to the old town and happen in 
st the debates where aa a boy be posed so 
ingloriously. 

There are many unique things con- 
nected with Maysville. One of these is 
that aatiquity sanctifies. Even the rail 
road, with all its wealth and power, could 
not chop down Uncle Charlie Pearoe'a 
big elm Mr. Pearce for many years oc 
cupied an imposing brick mansion upon 
the river bank. His grounds were large, 
and many handsome trees adorned the 
premises. Tbe pride of Mr. Pearce and 
of all Maysville centered in a gigantic 
elsa just in front of tbe land side of the 
bouse When the railroad sought to tra- 
verse tbe land, and wanted Mr. Pearce'a 
mansion for a ststion, the old gentlemsn 
stoutly demurred Legal terrors did not 
terrorize him. At length he accepted a 
thumping price for tbe land, but with tbe 
cast iron proviso that the big elm should 
forever remain just as it now stands, un- 
molested and uocrowded. And there It 
stands, spreading its generous shade ever 
the station and far over tbe grounds. 

Maysville used to be the center of a 
busy river commerce. The packets all 
stopped at tbe landings and transacted 
much business there Today even a flat- 
boat would poind in the channel Mr. 
Hyan tells a story illustrative of the 
traffic of the river a quarter of a century 
ago. So many steamers plied up and 
down that their whistles sounded at all 
hours of the day and night. Young 
Ryan bad a methodical aad statistical 
mind, and early learned to designate tbe 
packets by the saund of their whistles. 
He got a big blank book, entered the 
names of all the steamers that came along, 
and when their whistles sounded re- 
corded tbe fact He never made a mis- 
take. By and by be grew so big that be 
was sent to the old Rand Seminary Ho 
was heartbroken Still he was resource- 
ful. His little sister had shaiel in bis 
statistical compilation and knew li •
